About 60 per cent of total ve¬ 
getable acreage in Massachusetts 
is now planted, according to the 
Mass. Dept, of Agriculture, and 
native sweet corn is progressing 
rapidly. It should be available 
around the first of July; any 
‘‘.native’ corn offered before that 
date will not be from local farms. 

Bay State farmers are now 
harvesting summer vegetable 
crops, with supplies heavy and 
quality excellent. Wholesale 
prices, reports the MDA this 
week, are so low that local grow¬ 
ers are having problems making 
ends meet. 

Best Buys from nearby farms 
are Boston, Romaine and Ice¬ 
berg lettuce, radishes, green on¬ 
ions (scallions), rhubarb and 
spinach. Local greenhouses are 
still producing a bumper crop of 
delicious tomatoes. 

June is known for many pleas¬ 
ant things. It is the month when 
“I do” is heard all over the 
world. It is National Dairy 
Month. And it is when the Mas¬ 
sachusetts strawberry crop ma¬ 
tures and growers begin the har¬ 
vest. This week you will see ex¬ 
cellent native straw! >erries at 
many roadside stands. 

Local berries are vine-ripened 
so they are juicy and full of 
flavor when they go into the box. 
When selecting fresh strawber¬ 
ries, be sure the cap is bright 
and green, berries are firm, 
plump and fully colored. 

* STRAWBERRY 
REFRIGERATOR CAKE 
12 Ladyfingers or 1 sponge cake 
2 \-2 cups crushed strawberries 
6 this sugar 
2/3 cup heavy cream 
% bsp vanilla 
2 tspehopped nuts 

Line spring-form pan with 
splitladyfingers or sliced sponge¬ 
cake. Add sugar to berries. Whip 
cream with vanilla. Cover cake 
with berries and whipped cream. 
Repeat in layers until all ma¬ 
terial is used, saving part of 
cream for topping. Sprinkle with 
nuts. Chill 8 hours. Serves 4.

defines the verb “encroach” thirs¬ 
ty, “to intrude stealthily or grad¬ 
ually upon the possessions or 
rights of another to trespass.” 

The various facets of encroach- 
ment can involve esthetic, moral, 
economic, legal or social trespass. 

I am sure that each of you who 
read this column have been in¬ 
volved in one form or another in 
this sort, of selfishness and have 
debated what, course to follow 
when you were affected. 

As Selectmen we become in¬ 
volved, by telephone calls usually, 
an petty squabbles that involve 

neighbors as well as larger areas. 

"We can understand readily why 
constituents turn to their leaders 
for assistance and advice when 
the trespass is generally not seri¬ 
ous enough to be decided by court 
action. I could add here that often 
times court action is lengthy and 
indecisive and therefore does not 
produce the expected relief. I can 
also state here that I aim not 
writing this column today to at- 
tempt to defer any phone cal’s to 
any home but rather to alert all 
our good friends to the preval- 1 
enee of such acts and ask for 
your assistance in their solution. 

These acts of trespass on the 
rights of others involve citizens 
of all ages. This we must remem¬ 
ber well and should be careful not 
to put the blame solely on young¬ 
sters. As parents we ore obligated 
to be ever aware of what our chil¬ 
dren are doing and where they 
are at all hours. As majafre per¬ 
sons we should be ready to take 
inventory of our own acts and j 
remember that each of us are 
careless at times of crossing the j 
iboundry line. If this happens we | 
should be ladies and gentlemen t o 
the extent of being apologetic and 
firm in our conviction that once 
is enough to cross the line. 

This space will never allow me 
room enough to recite the context. 
of all the eompaints which I have 
received in the past three years 
but let me call your attention to 
a few of them. Let me also say ; 
that I have witnessed personally 
many infractions which have not 
ben contested.

We live 
in an age when the philosophy of 
“everyone has personal .rights’” 
persists yet it must be alarming 
when we try to understand why 
anyone should feel that he has 
the personal privilege of dumping 
his bag of rubbish, leaves, or beer 
cans on the river bank or In some 
of our open fields just because 
the owner isnt present. We have 
several such popular spots and 
neighbors in these areas are con¬ 
stant callers. Our advice, take

Next there is the legal trespass 
on our zoning rights. We con- 
The dictionary scdentiously passed zoning laws to 
protect all of our citizens but in 
spite of such laws our complaint 
calls include establishment of ce¬ 
ramic studios in private homes, 
use of accessory buildings for 
rented residences, keeping com¬ 
mercial vehicles in residential dis¬ 
tricts, illegal kennels, illegal stor¬ 
age of commercial items, and 
ever ,so many more. 

As previously stated we rent 
our farm for growing potatoes. 
At harvest time I have met 
youngsters digging potatoes in 
wholesale fashion on this prop¬ 
erty. The same youngsters have 
told me that their respective 
mothers have sent them to dig, 
there are 35 acres, and the owner 
won’t miss just a few?

Who Needs Them? 


Most of the daily news is so serious and even downright de¬ 
pressing that whenever a story with a human interest touch appears 
it becomes a pleasant duty to comment upon it. By this time, most 
of the nation is familiar with the voice of astronaut Wqlly Schirra 
who announces the advertising theme of the Association of American 
Railroads: “America’s Railroads. Who Needs Them? You Do. We 
All Do.” A recent news item from Barstow, California, tells how 
Mr. Schirra’s words have a deep meaning in the most literal fashion 
to a California family. 

A woman and her four children were lost in their car on a 
lonely road in a remote area of the Mojave Desert. She finally came 
across the main line of the Union Pacific and drove along for about 
thirty miles, until she came to a crossing, where there was a tele¬ 
phone. She called and reached a dispatcher 200 miles away in Los 
Angeles. He told her not to worry that help was on the way. Shortly, 
a freight train stopped, and the crew provided the stranded group 
with food, water, flares and matches for a fire. A rescue squad, 
alerted by'the dispatcher, arrived shortly thereafter and led the 
woman and her family, out of the desert. 

The wonderful, part about the story, aside from the fact that 
the prompt., action of a railroad dispatcher may have averted a 
classic desert tragedy, such as frequently happened in the days of 
the pioneers, is that it serves as a reminder of the wide open spaces 
that still exist in certain parts of the United States. It is also a 
reminder that steel rails are still instrumental in linking communi¬ 
ties together in the vast reaches of this great land.

The visible mole runways should 
be opened with the finger or a 
small stick, a teasponful of one 
of these materials inserted, and 
the opening carefully closed. Ap¬ 
plications should be made at in¬ 
tervals of 8 to 10 feet along the 
raised nimvays and should be re¬ 
peated whenever sections of old 
runways show signs of being in 
use or when any new ridges ap¬ 
pear. 

Poisoning has not proved suc¬ 
cessful, because moles live lax-ge- 
ly on earthworms, white grubs, 
beetles, and other insects and 
their larvae. Experiments with 
poison gases such as calcium, cy¬ 
anide dust or carbon disulphide, 
have indicated that this method 
is not dependable and that the 
cost is greater than the results 
justify. 

Special mole traps are required 
to successfully kill moles. Mole 
traps on the market ai-e of two 
general types, the gripping and 
the harpoon. The scissors’ jaw or 
.“claw” type is recommended as 
the most efficient. The "prong” 
type is almost as effective and 
more commonly stocked by hard¬ 
ware or other supply dealers. The 
selection of a frequently used 
runway for a trap set is of prime 
importance. Since many runways 
are not used more than once, it 
is essential that main runways in 
constant use be found. The trap¬ 
per can often determine the used 
tunnels by stamping down the 
conspicuous ridges in several 
places for two consecutive days 
and on the third day it will be 
noted that the regularly used 
runways will be raised again.
